Busivess League holds this session right

their salvation is to be worked out. This 
organization does not undertake to con- 
cern itself with all the tnterests of the 
race, for there ape other organizations 
that deal with the political, religious and 
educational! interests of our people. 

“From the first, and I hope this meet- 
ing will prove no exception, the National 
Negro Business League has steadfastly 
held to the policy of stimulating the ac- 
tivicities of our people in the direction of 
agriculture, industrial and business enter- 
prises. It is the policy of this organiza- 
tion to hold up before the race its ad- 
vantages, rather than its disvantages, 
its successes, rather than its failures; to 
eall the attention of the world to the ef- 
forts of our friends, rather than to those 
of our enemies.

Within the 
past. vear I have inspected and studied 
the conditions and progress of our people 
in the northern and western states as i 
have never dons before, and Il have no 
hesitation in reaffirming my former optin- 
fon that the southern states offer the 
best permanent abode for the masses of 
OUr people. While many individuals may 
find prosperity outside of the south, and 


moting our 
progress be 
us in every 
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have the right to make the effort, yet 
laying the foundation for growth in life 
essentiais. which this organization seeks 
first of al! to promote, I know no Sec- 
tion of this: country where our people 
are making more progress, and where

Last year the union demonstrated 
its great usefulkess when, after a 
thorough investigation into condi- 
tions, it notified the world that the 
cotton growers expected to receive 11- 
cents a pound for their cotton. This 
figure was subsequently adopted by 
the ~ Southern : Cotton Association. 
The farmers held that this was a 
just and fair price for their staple, 
and the mill man, who are as anxious 
as the farmers that the business be 
upon a stable basis, accepted this as 
a fair figure fully warranted by the 
law of supply and demand. 

When, later, the executive commit- 
tee of the Southern Cotton Associa- 
tion changed the price to 15 cents 
the Farmers’ Union declined to join 
in it.

The Constitution {is in receipt of * 


communication from Editor John Stewart | 
Bryan, of The Richmond Times-Dispatch, 
urging cooperation in the work of raising | 
a fund for the widow and to perpetuate | 
the memory of the late Major Walter 
Reed, United States army surgeon, the 
discoverer of the means of yellow fever's,; 
propagation. 

Mditor Bryan reproduces the follow- 
ing letter recently received by him from 
President Eliot, of Harvard university: | 

“A year ago an effort was begun to | 
raise a fund of $25,000, the tncome of 
which should go to the widow and daugh- 
ter during their lives, and should sub- 
Sequently be used for a permanent me- 
morial, presumably tn the city of Wash- 
ington, for Major Reed. After a year of 
effort $20,000 have been. procured from 
about 450 subscribers, most of whom are 
physicians tn the northern and western 
states. President Gilman and I wish 
very much to complete the proposed sub> 
scription, and to make the income im- 
mediately available for Mrs. Reed. 

“The comparative exemption from yel- 
low fever which Major Reed's discovery 
procured from the West Indies, the 
lniead States and the tropical countries 
of South America is an immense benefac- 
tion and an incalculable gain for com- 
and business. There has been no 
greater medical discovery since vatcina- 
tion, with the exception of anesthesia 
and aseptic surgery. The United States 
government not in the habit of re- 
warding such discoveries, as all the 
Furopean governments do, especially 
Kranca and Germany. It is therefore left 
for private persons to provide for the 
widow and ultimately to commenorate
